THE COREAN TROUBLE, 
Is the absence of full particulars re» 
speoting the trouble in Coren it would bo 
premature were we to commit oursely 
to any theory as to its probable history 
and donsequences, At present, the de- 
tails which have come to baud are nob 
‘only insufficient, but, to a certain extent, 
oven, conflicting j one version pointing 
to an outbreak between the Jupar 
and Chinese garrisons stationed in 
Seoul, aud another attributing the dis 
tnrbance to certaitt Inwless aud probably 
disaffected Coreans. According to une 
tive advices from Tiontsin, the trouble 
is said to have arisen from certain riot 
ous gange, who surrounded the Palace 
of the King; it beisg further stated 
that His Majeity was only rescued 
by the combiued efforts of the Japanese 
aud Chinese soldiore, who acted 
friendly concert for his protection, 
and that the rioters, or rebels, are 
still iu possession of their poste, 
This story, ngniu, is difficult to reconcile 
with the official advices ag far as we 
have seen them, aud wo hesitate to 
believe it as stands, on the ground 
(hat the telegram communicated to us, 
and that received by His Exoellenoy 
the Chinese Miuister to Japau, both 
stated distinctly that there had been a 
political disturbance between the Jaq 
paneso and Chinese garrisons, Ap- 
pended to the second story is the 
















































assertion that the King of Qorea has 
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fled from his Capital to the mou: 
tains, several of his Ministers hi 
beon murdered by. the rioters; facts 
which are so important, if true, as 
again to cause wonder that they 
were uot mentioned in the naval tele

noon. omission, we think, goes 
far to discredit the rumour; aud for 
the present we prefer to hold by the 
official story that the Japanese and 
Chiuese troops in Seoul have come into 
violout collisic As regards Corea and 
Japan, the momout-of this occurrence is 
singularly anfortunate; for Japan has 
only just performed the really maguani- 
mous and royal act of forgiving to the 
Corenn Government four-fifths of the 
indemnity incurred by Coren but threo 
years ago, when the Japanese Legation 
was attacked, and the Kuvoy Hanabu: 
and his staff escaped atithe peril of thei 
lives. It is strange that, just at the vory 
time whon the compensation money for 
this outrage Las been forgiven by Japan 
‘because Coron has nothing to 
Inokycouutry should be again implionted 
in an almost procisoly similar way ; and 
though we may hope thnt the affnir bas 
been exaggerated as regarda tho fate 
of the King and his advisers, it is 
plainly stated that the Japanese Lega- 
tion has been again destroyed in Seoul, 
Pabit as we may, aud without going 
into the question. of who were the 
aggressors, China, Japav, and Corea 
aro all very closely concerned in the 
outrage 5 and it will require vory skilfal 
laudling to prevent the affair from 
londing to grave resulte, It is deeply 
to be regretted that the Japanese 
Governmont did not insist, a year or 
more ago, on tho withdrawal of the 
Chinese garrisons from Coren, Wo 
strongly urged tho advisability, nay tho 
imperative necessity, of this step at the 
time, and the disaster which has now 
ogourred shows that our warnin; 
wore well founded, Of course, it 
does not necessarily follow that a 
collision between Japnucse and’ Chis 
nese troops need lead to any 
understanding between their respective 
Governments, Given the appointment 
of moderate and friendly Commissioners 
to enquire into the details of the ai 
there is no reason why an impartial 
investigation should ot take place and 
punishments be awarded wherever they 
may be duc, Japan, we may bo aur, 
will aot with wisdom and forbearance; 
while tho embarrassed position of China 
will surely provent her from doing 
anything caloulated to irritate Japan. 
Bat if it be found that the true in- 
stigators of the affair were Coreans, 
and that the beads of Government 
Corea have been the real if not ostensi- 
ble objects of sttack, the outlook may 
be more serious; for this would show 
almost hopeless weakuess on the part of

Within five minutes the boats were 
lowered, and all the passengers wero safely 
taken on board H.M.S. Sapphire, lying 
off the telegraph station perhaps three oF 
four miles below. The mails were also 
transferred and will be forwarded by the 
Gleneagles to-morrow to Hongkong. 
soon as the Sapphire became aware of the 
accident, boats were put off to assist, and 
half of the treasure on board belonging to 
the Hongkong & Shanghai Banking Gor- 
poration was also removed before the 
Kwangtung sank. ‘This was done about an 
hour aud a half after she struck. The acci- 
dent occurred just before one o'clock, as 
titlin was about to be served. It was dis- 
aureeably misty and rainy a the time.
